Mrs. Beaver's husband, who was 


rescued by firemen who placed a 
ladder to a second floor window, 
said his wife anel her friend rushed 
with him into the hall at the first 
cry of fire. They did not appear at 
the window, the firemen said. 


The fire marshal intended to con- 


tinue sifting ashes on the fire site 
until nighlfail when his investigation 
will be discontinued, pending devel- 
opments.

system should remain in effect. 


It has taken years to bring the 


personnel of the state license bu- 
reau to its present high point of 
efficiency, and so marked advantag- 
es can be advanced for the county 
system, it was'stated.

which 


would be required, it was pointed 
out. 
Tlie clerks employed in the 


state license bureau are all under 
civil service, and Milwaukee-co is 
the only county requiring civil ser- 
vice employes, it-was said. 


Costs Too High

Tho definite and important job of 


a gasoline engine's cooling system 
is to keep heat away from the cylind- 
ers, valves and other internal parts 
and diffuse It into the atmosphere. 


In the air-colled engine this is done 


by metallic "fins" which must be 
exposed directly to tho air flow. In 
the liquid cooled type, the heat is 
absorbed by a circulating fluid and 
carried to a radiator of the familiar 
honeycomb pattern whence it es 
capes into the atmosphere. 


Tho necessary "fins" of the air 


cooled engine make it impossible to 
stream-line or cowl the engine effe& 
tively. So great Is air resistance and 
so rapidly does it multiply as the 
size and horsepower of the engine 
increaao that the resulting greater 
speed is negligible and out of pro- 
portion to weight and fuel consump 
tion. 


Air corps officials point out that 


the liquid cooled engine burns less 
gasoline than the air-cooled. Con- 
sequently for flights of a given dis- 
tance its greater weight can be off- 
set to some extent by carrying less 
gasoline. 


For military purposes, too. It is sel- 


dom that a plane is loaded to capac- 
ity, so that, within limits, the en- 
gine weight is no longer of such 
great importance, so far as the army 
is concerned, as it tjsed to be. 


In cpmmerclal aviation, however, 


every ounce saved in engine con- 
struction means an additional ounce 
of .revenue producing cargo.

ment Report Shows

Washington—(CPA)—It Is becom- 


ing increasingly apparent to govern- 
ment research specialists, as well as 
the trade, that the national appetite 
has been changed by the combination 
of the business depression and high 
prices of certain commodities.

modities, notably meat, to their for- 
mer rating in the list of food pro- 
ducts consumed. Figures compiled by 
the various federal agencies are ac- 
cepted as showing that this is a wise 
move from the standpoint of dealers 
in those commodities. 


Some of the chain store organiza- 


tions have reported to the research 
agencies of the government that they 
have been able to maintain a re- 
spectable volume of meat sales only 
by offering "specials" at attractive 
prices. Otherwise, according to the 
information, 
they find'housewives 


employing meat substitutes in the 
family diet. 


The extent to which this has gone 


Is impossible of determination at the 
moment. It is made perfectly plain, 
however, from the 
compiled data, 


that the whole world is using less 
meat. 


A substantial part of the decline 


in the meat consumption is due to 
the fact that • many thousands of 
family heads are out of employment. 
Consequently, they have resorted to 
foods that cost less and which, it is 
said, they have found just as pal- 
atable and nutritious. 


Meat Exports Down 


The department of commerce re- 


ports that meat exports last year 
were the smallest. in more than a 
quarter of a century. This Is only a 
natural corollary of the fact that 
business everywhere shrank to new 
low points during 1930. 
Conditions 


^undoubtedly are beter now and meat 
"exports will pick up to some extent, 
but those who speak with official au- 
thority refrain from forecasting the 
probable amount of the increase. 


The question seems to be whether 


the average worker can i>e expected 
to consume as much meat as before, 
once he has been weaned away from 
it. 
Observers in Washington 
are 


greatly interested In watching -the 
trends to see whether America will 
continue to be the greatest meat con- 
suming rjution in the world, as it has 
been for many years. 


There is another factor at work in 


the, situation, however, that may not 
be entirely disregarded. Government 
Information for some time has indi- 
cated existence of a more or less pop-

urotest 
among 
consumers 


against the wide margin between 
production costs and retail 
selling 


prices. .More recently, however, gen- 
eral buying at retail has moved up- 
ward to a degree, according to de- 
partment of labor statistics. Pri- 
vate observations of officials on this 
change are that price levels on food 
products have dropped to a point

sellers take what buyers aro willing 
to give. In times of extreme de- 
pression after the panic allowance 
must be made for the fact that in- 
vestors who have been made exces- 
sively cautious seek safety above 
everything else and pay fancy pric- 
es for these samo securities they 
were sacrificing when the crisis was 
acute. 


It is the normal sequence of events 


that recovery in trade and in the 
speculative markets Is preceded by 
an upward movement in these ex- 
tremely conservative investments. 
Still all this may be taken into ac- 
count and light thrown on the de- 
sirability of any specific Issue by 
the market price.

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TUESDAY'S REFERENDUM! 
"Shall motor vehicle licenses be is- 


sued by the counties?" 


That is the question to be voted up- 


on next Tuesday due to a joint resolu- 
tion passed by the legislature. 


Just why the wisdom o£ the people 


should be sought in order to solve this 
matter of bookkeeping records has not 
been made apparent. 


While any advocated change in our 


present system of laws may produce 
an argument, as men may always see 
reasons for presenting alterations, the 
people should adopt, in a general way, 
the attitude of adhering to the sys- 
tem they have unless the reasons put 
forth show the compelling sense of a 
change. 


It strikes the Post-Crescent that a 


change to county control of licenses 
will cause a great deal of lost motion, 
substantial added expense, inefficiency 
and probably a world of confusion. 


We now have a trained, capable, 'ex- 


perienced department handling the 
confusing ends of a great mass of busi- 
ness having to do with about a mil-, 
lion different vehicles. The advisabil- 
ity of centralizing this work seems 
too apparent. 


To have county registration will 


mean 71 different bureaus in the state 
with a considerable expense to each 
county of filing cases, record blanks, 
storage space, and the emptying out 
and making useless of all these facili- 
ties now provided by a'nd belonging to 
the state. 
. 
^ 


The state will therefore junk the use- 


ful machinery that it has built up dur- 
ing the past 25 years, and compel the 
counties each, in part, to duplicate that 
expense. 


At the same time the state must still 


keep a central bureau of some sort so 
that car owners may be promptly iden- 
tified,- and in order to do that it will 
have to again copy the records of all 
the counties. 


On*the credit side it may be urged 


that the county system will be more 
convenient though even that appears 
doubtful, but, if true, the people will 
be paying altogether out of proportion 
for a convenience that arises but once 
a year. 


WHEN STATES FAIL 


A British government has set an- 


other example we might well follow. 


New South Wales, a state in the Aus- 


tralian commonwealth stated that it 
was unable or indisposed to meet a 
certain financial obligation. 


Immediately the government of Aus- 


tralia provided the means. Under pre- 
vailing conditions this was no easy 
thing to do. 


But the British peoples seem to be 


rather careful about their honor in such 
matters. 


We have several southern states 


which have repudiated their debts,— 
that is, they borrowed money from 
honest people who gave them honest 
money. They used it and they won't 
pay it back, although able. 


Unfortunately, because of a provi- 


sion of our federal constitution a state 
cannot without its consent,—and they 
won't give that,—be hailed into court 
and made to pay. 


And if the United States were to.ad- 


vance the money there would be a loud 
and perhaps just complaint from the 
rest of the country which was required 
to furnish it. 


But there is a way to compel this 


payment. 


The United States government is 


now advancing the states certain mon- 
eys for highway construction. The 
share that otherwise would go to states 
like ^Mississippi, Alabama and Arkan- 
sas, should be diverted by the federal 
government to the payment of their re- 
pudiated obligations. 


To lead the world in wealth is not 


such a great undertaking as to lead 


in,, morals. 


FOURTEEN YEARS FOR MUR- 


DER 


Leo Brothers, who crept up behind 


a defenseless man and shot him down 
like a dog. has been found guilty of 
murder upon the strong evidence that 
came from many unprejudiced'lips. 


But in Illinois the jury has by law 


authority to fix punishment. The jur- 
ors thought 14 years a sufficient pun- 
ishment for this dastardly, underworld 
crime of base and sullen cowardice. 


No judge. in the land would have 


meted out so inadequate a sentence for 
such a crime. 


But a great many people sometimes 


are led to believe that judges have top 
much power and, due in large measure 
to their failure to understand legal 
practices, they join together and limit 
their power. 


The argument to turn everything 


over "to the people" is so fascinating 
and so unworkable. 


Clearly it is true that the more the 


people monkey with the -authority 
heretofore vested in courts, the more 
insipid and spineless becomes the ad- 
ministration of justice in every depart- 
ment. 
; 


It should be more clearly under- 


stood—which is a demonstrable fact— 
that the last seven centuries dating 
from the days of Magna Charta, the 
liberty of the people, the safety of their 
homes and lives, the wholesomcness of 
their happiness have all grown in direct 
proportion to. the'dependence by them 
upon a wholly independent judiciary 
and have been lost or jeopardized just 
as they have clipped or diluted judicial 
authority.. 


The conviction of Brothers shows at 


least a little temporary stiffening of 
the public backbone in Illinois but it 
still needs a lot of strengthening to 
bring it back within speaking distance 
of normal.

Miss Georges Lewys is suing Eugene 


O'Neill, author of the successful play, 
"A Strange Interlude," for a whopping 
sum of money. 
She claims that the 


plot, was adapted from her book en- 
titled "The Temple of Pallas Athenas," 
written several years ago. This is on- 
ly one of many lawsuits 
involving 


plagiarism.

Plagiarism is as old as writing. 
It 


is doubtful if there are any really new 
plots under the sun. The same theme 
is revamped, changed and rewritten in 
a multitude of ways, but the essence of 
the idea remains. The story of Romeo 
and Juliet, for example, had been 
treated by at least four authors be- 
"fore Shakespeare wrote his play of 
that name. 


The advent of the copyright laws 


designed to protect the .ideas of au- 
thors and playwrights gave birth to 
innumerable suifs for damages. 
Ac- 


cording to the Theatre Guild magazine 
there are from ten to twenty infringe- 
ment cases tried in court, and an aver- 
age of one hundred fifty settled by 
private agreement each year. At least 
one-half of all shows playing for two 
hundred nights or more are compelled 
to make some sort of arrangement 
with persons claiming rights in the 
piece. 


Lawsuits involving plagiarism are 


becoming a racket. There are groups 
of men in Washington who make sy- 
nopses of all books and plays copyright- 
ed. These are.sent to other groups in 
New York who watch all openings to 
detect any similarities. Then they 
write the author and start trouble. 


Eugene O'Neill claims he had never 


even heard of the "Temple of Pallas- 
Athcnas." It is probably, true. His 
ideas no doubt evolved as a result of 
reading and study over a long period 
of time. 


And Miss Lewys on the stand was 


compelled to admit that in several 
books written before her the same gen- 
eral idea has been molded into a story. 


AVhcther an author lifts from an- 


other's book a developed idea may gen- 
erally be told, not only in the language 
used but in other methods employed. 
It is-only in such cases that it may fair- 
ly be said that plagiarism has taken 
place.

"The wage level in this country,'

psychology of general wage reduc 
tions, which it is believed would be 
fatal just at a time when there are 
signs that the low point in the de 
pression has been passed. The spec 
tacle of the Republican administra 
tion urging industry 
to keep 
ui 


•wage levels is politically significan 
and is in line with what the Ameri 
can Federation of Labor has been 
. urging business to do for some time 
In fact' drastic cuts in the early 
part of 1930 in business which migh 
have maintained wage levels are re 
garded as having contributed ma 
terially to the drop in purchasing 
or consuming power, which in turn 
has adversely affected retail trade. 


Price Changes Spotty 


The argument being used in favor 


of wage cuts is that the prices 01 
food and other commodities have 
come down to such a point that old 
wage levels have in some instances 
really represented wage increases 
The difficulty of course is that there 
is no way of measuring the effect of 
low commodity prices on the indi 
vidual budget, 
particularly 
since 


the changes are of a spotty char 
acter. Undoubtedly the pressure to 
reduce wages was begun with the 
financial interests of the country 
which are seeking to produce better 
balance sheets on the part of those 
who have borrowed money from the 
public or from the bands. It is a 
question how far the government's 
influence, exercised by the presi 
dent, will counteract the quiet but 
steady movement on the part ol 
industry to attain lower wage levels.

He received a 
gross return of $14.75, but his feed 
cost $3.55 per day. 


Scott devotes only one-tenth of 


his time to the care of his poultry.

month, with 1.000 hens in his yard, 
Scott had a net profit of $591 for 
November, or a clear cash income 
of $19.75 daily including Sundays.

SEEMING DEFEAT OF CHRIST'S 


ENTOMBMENT '

When the enemies of Christ had 


decided upon His destruction they 
planned to make it sure. Because of 
the prophecies which had long been 
in circulation that He would rise 
from the dead they determined to 
make the tomb secure. This purpose 
was executed by His enemies in col- 
lusion with the Roman government. 
The opening to the rock hewn tomb 
In which He was buried was closed 
with a great stone and was officially 
sealed and a coterie of select soldiers 
were stationed on guard night and 
day with the knowledge that a rent 
tomb meant certain death to them. 
Every precaution was taken against 
escape from the tomb by force or by 
fraud. 


Such an imprisonment In the grave 


looked like the end for Christ. Those 
who hated Him felt relieved that He 
was safely out of the way. 
They 


thought His defeat had been accom- 
plished. The friends of Jesus also 
thought that His death meant de- 
feat. They supposed that all their 
fond hopes which had been centered 
in Him were interred with Him in 
the tomb. They had believed that He 
was the Messiah but now they fear- 
ed that it was a mistake. The dis- 
ciples decided that there was nothing 
left for them to do butj to return to 
the fishing nets and to the old asso- 
ciates. The difficulties and obstruc- 
tions of that rock sealed tomb seem- 
ed insurmountable. 


In the midst of the rejoicings of 


His enemies and the sorrows of His 
friends the power of Jesus became 
manifest. 
The rocky walls of the 


tomb gave way to Him as the Prince 
of Life. The great stone was mysteri- 
ously rolled away and He that had 
been dead came forth out of the tomb 
:o live and to reign forever. 
The 


tomb was again empty. Whoever 
searched for Him there erred by look- 
ng for the living among the dead. 
Light and life had taken the place of 
darkness and death. There is nothing 
In history better attested than the 
unbroken life of Jesus. The dawn of 
:he first Easter morning marked the 
beginning of Christ's increasing con- 
quest of love and hope through the 
ages. The belief that He lived again 
iransformed the 
disciples into re- 


oicing and triumphing evangelists. 
For nearly two thousand years the 
Ife of that risen One has been grow- 
ng in reality and power.

Today He is the 
eader of the columns of progress. 
Some one has strikingly said, "I am 
ar within the mark when I say th-t 
11 the armies that ever marched, and 
11 the navies that ever wore built. 


«nd all the parliaments that ever 


sat, and all the kings that ever reign 
ed, put together have not affectet 
the life of man upon this earth as 
powerfully as .has that One solitary 
life." This is an appraisement pu 
upon the career of the great friend 
of man who in one dark hour appar 
cntly faced tragedy and failure.

the nearer

come to It the less we fear it and the 
clearer we sense the certainty and 
power of endless life. 
During the 


World War a Canadian soldier saw 
his chum instantly killed by an ex 
plosive shell and his only comment 
was, "He'll carry on; it will take 
more than that to stop^ him." The 
meaning of Easter is tha't the grave 
can no more hold us and those whom 
we love than it could hold Him 
Faith defies the grave in the words 
of the inspired apostle, "O grave 
where is thy victory?" Christ's great 
cst work began when He was cruel 
fied. If He had been willing to com 
promise and to be untrue to the 
noble promptings of his heart 
He 


might have been spared the suffer- 
ings of the cross and the darkness 
of the tomb, but He never would 
have come into the power and joy 
of His present triumphant estate. To 
those who die in His spirit and faith 
the promise is. "They shall rest from 
their labors and their works do fol 
low them." Death will interrupt the 
program but the influence of the life 
continues as the spirit goes march- 
ing on. That which is pure and kind 
and helpful can never die. There is 
nothing in this world more certain 
that that right will prevail. 
It is 


possible to kill the prophets but truth 
will be heard.

radio, owes its big debt to Dr. I ^e 
DeForest. 


It was he who conclcved the Idea 


for a vacuum tube which nearly 30 
years 050 revolutionized, radio. 


At the time he began his experi- 


ments on electronic devices there 
was a radio tube, but not like the 
or? ultimately d?v»!op«>d. The c"!y 
tube, known as the Fleming valve 
contained but two elements, a fila 
ment or electron 
emitter, and a 


plate, or collector. It would mere)} 
act as a detector of radio signals. 


Dr. DeForest. in a sense, added a 


third element or wire, which he call 
cd a grid. It not only made the tube 
a better detector, but made posslbl 
Its use as a powerful amplifier i. 
well as making it available for trans 
mission. 


Many of the possibilities it opened 


up. 
including: its incorporation In 


transmission, are evidenced on ever> 
hand in the radio world and in num 
erous laboratories today. 


So important has t»i«> vacuum tube 


become In modern life, that its invcn 
tor has been mentioned as a possible 
winner of the Nobel prize In physics 
this year. 


How he made hi"? discoveries is per 


haps best told In Dr. DeForest's own 
words. '

"However. I had become convinced 


that this phenomenon might be em 
ployed in the detection of wireless, 
signals. I placed two platinum wires 
at different points In the blue flume 
of a Bunsen gas burner. 
The two 


wires were connected to antenna and 
ground, headphones and a battery 
The arrangement "vorked. 


"But this gas flame was merely a 


laboratory setup. After further ex 
periments. I decided to enclose m> 
heated gas In a glass bulb, using i 
flament as a source of heat. Some ex 
perlmental tubes were made up for 
me, with carbon-filaments and plat 
inuni plates. 


"With antenna connected to the 


plate and the ground to the filament 
together with telephones and batter} 
connected across plate and filament 
I was confronted with tho by-passinj, 
of much of the signal energy through 
the telephone and battery circuit 
with considerable loss of efficiency. 


"As a solution, I conceived a third 


element. At first this took the form 
of a tinfoil band around the outside 
of the bulb, but that had little influ 
ence on the action of the tube. 


"Next I tried a colled wire Inside 


the glass bulb. 
After various ar 


rangements I decided upon a zig-zag 
length of wire, placed directly be 
tween the filament and plate. Be 
cause of Its shape I named It the 
grid. 


"Three sets of batteries were re 


quired, and these I named A. B and 
C batteries^ for want of better terms 


"And 
so I worked out the 
first 


practical vacuum tube. 
This first 


three-electrode tube dates from 1906.

There is no story a child likes as 


well as th« one you toll about that 
time, long ago whan you were young 
The things you did. tb« fun you had, 
the sorrows you borw. thrill him as 
no others can. Here la your chance. 


It happens In the best of families 


that now ami then a, child makes a 
mistake. Not Just a little one, but a 
right big one "that brings down the 
wrath of the whole family Including 
relations. There Is much talking and 
much, "If he belonged to me," sug- 
gestions: He belongs to nobody. He 
Is as lonely and as self-dependent 
as any among, us and what he needs 
is light, not thunder. 


Preaching stuns him and makes 


him sullen. Punishment, save in raro 
cfrcumstznccs. only serves to In 
crease the turmoil within him. Advico 
falls upon closed earn and threats 
are wasted breath. What Is to be 
done? usually. Just wait until the 
storm has passed and then, when 
the time and the place and tho 
mood are just right, tell the story of 
what you did once upon a time. 


If you are honest, and wise, you 


will select your story and tell it 
with good effect. There Is a certain 
confidential air about auch a story, 
It happened to you and you are- tel- 
ling it to your own child and the 
attitude of teller and listener is one 
of friendly intimacy. There springs 
up between you a feeling of comrade 
ship, of understanding, that no 
amount ef righteous indignation, 
punishment, advice and discipline 
could accomplish. 


Of course, these stories must be wise 


and must be true. It will not help to 
tell your child of an action that was 
wrong just to place yoursc-lf in the 
light as a hero.

Burning the old trash In the gar 


den and in the fence rows about the 
garden will get rid of a good manj 
insects that winter in, or under, anj 
kind of material that will 
afford 


them shelter. 


Certain insects spend the winter 


in the ground so that fall plowing 
is effective In destroying them. 


That Ounce of Prevention 


In the case of diseases the prover 


blal ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. In fact, prevention 
is the only safe procedure In deal 
ing with most of the diseases. Cer 
tain diseases carry over from one 
year to another in the soil, others 
In or on the seeds and plants am' 
still others are transmitted in both 
the soil and the- seed. 


Manir serious diseases, such as 


bean anthracnose, pea pod spot and 
potato leaf roll and mosaic, are car- 
ried in or on the seed and cannot be 
controlled by seed treatment. It is 
theiefore essential to secure seed as 
nearly free of disease as is obtain 
able. 


Some of the worst garden troubles, 


such as root knot and club root, are 
brought in on the roots of plants 
and not only damage the present 
crop, but remain In the soil to at- 
tack future ciops. In buying plants 
bo sure that they are healthy and 
free from Insects. The roots should 
be clean, hairy and free from knots 
or swellings. 


Insects may be divided Into two 


classes 
witli 
reference 
to 
their 


method of taking in food—those that 
Mte or chew and swallow the sub- 
stance of the plant and those that 
suck and swallow the juices of the 
plant.

use of poisoned bait made by taking 
:wo level tablespoonfuls of- white 
arsenic or Paris green, mixing it 
.hproughly with five pounds of dry 
wheat'•bran, then adding four to six, 
quarts of water In which a half pint 
of sorghum or cheap molasses has 
jeen mixed. 


Mix the tpoison in the morning and 


et it stand In a safe place where 
nothing can get to it during the day. 
Then» late in the evening, scatter 
t thin around the base of the plants 
o be protected. 
Certain of the diseases like celery 


blight and tomato leaf spot can be 
revented—not cured, but prevented 


—by spraying with Bordeaux mix- 
ure.

Congress Refuses to Pay 


Money Tribunal Assess 


ed Against U. S. 


Washington—(XP)_ The aftermatK 


of one of its own decisions is giving 
the court of claims some deep study 
these days. 


Lawyers are wondering whether 


the tangled legal questions involved 
will make the court merely admin- 
istrative and subject to the direction 
of congress instead of judicial. 


Heretofore—since 1866-dPcisIons of 


the court have been held to be final 
except that appeals could be taken 
to the supreme court. The last con- 
gress, however, refused to pay $277,- 
000 the «ourt of claims ruled was due 
a claimant. 


It was simple- enough to begin 


with. The government leased the as- 
sembly hotel at Pcono Pines. Pa. in 
1921, for use as a disabled veterans 
training school. The building burned 
down In 1924. The ownen aued the 
government. 


Before the court of claims, govern- 


ment lawyers took the position that 
the owners had to prove the fire was 
a result of carelessness, or worse, by 
veterans or government workers.

EW YORK —(CPA)—With No 
tre Dame bowed in grief over 
the death of Knute Rockne, 


the last thought in mind at presenl 
is consideration of the great's suc- 
cessor. Yet among the aftermath of 
this calamity this is perhaps the 
most Importatit question that will 
have to be settled—and that soon, 
since sprm& practice under the sys- 
tem of teaching devised by the late 
coach is of extreme significance. As 
Knute Rockne once said to the wri- 
ter, "Notre Dame learns all her foot, 
ball in the spring; in the fall she 
goes out and plajs." 


At the present time 66 men who 


learned their football under Rockne 
are coaching in the various "sections 
of the country. The more prpmin-

The nation's food supply is assured. 


What will be the effect on prices of farm products of this increased farm 


population it is hard to forecast. It must be borne in mind that the farm- 
ers of the country, and particularly those who are returning to the farms 
from the cities, are well in step with the present age of mechanical effi- 
ciency and are not so easily disturbed by 'new ideas as were the older 
generation of farmers.

—Bootlegging

sprung up in South Africa. 


Illicit diamond-digging is perhaps 


as highly-organized as rum-running 
in America. 


In Namaqualand, where the South 


African government has established 
a monopoly over diamond produc- 
tion, professional diggers, operating 
in secret by night, delve for dia 
monds along the sea-shore from Port 
Nolloth to the mouth of the Orange 
river. 


Under protection of scouts and 


sentries, who give warning of th<» 
approach of government inspectors, 
the diamond diggers move in semi- 
military formation, and run to hul- 
let-proof shelters at the first sign 
of danger." 


The diggers move from one point 


to another over the long beach, and 
in the darkness it is almost impos- 
sible for the government agents ro 
spot them. 


While the 
government 
forbids" 


anyone from prospecting for dia- 
monds in Xamaqualand. no law has 
been passed against digging in the 
rich diamond-bearing sands which 
are submerged at high tide. 


Private prospectors, 
who insist 


that tho shifting area between high 
and low-water marks is not within 
the government ban, recently re- 
coveied large quantities of diamond* 
in the 
disputed area, 
and were 


promptly arrested. 


The trial judge, however, liberated 


them, ruling the area was not in- 
cluded in the existing restrictions. 


Some of these diamond-diggers, 


who became rich overnight, returned 
to Cape Town, and related that dia- 
monds in enormous quantities were 
being recovered at low water in the 
Port Xolloth region. This was the 
signal for a mad uish to the new 
Eldorado from all over South Af- 
rica. 


Troops and police were hurried 


from Cape Town to keep the armv 
of fortune-hunters out of the gov- 
ernment's diamond preserves. Tho 
military forces chocked the rush, 
but after the tioops returned to 
Cape Town, the diggers resumed 
their night operation".
